This morning, Col. B. K. 
Lawson, 
warden and superintendent, releasing 
one spring and a guard another. Both 
triggers were pulled 
simultaneously 
to ease the consciences of the warden 
and his assistant, neither 
knowing 
which spring did the work. 
T’ius passed out Mike Morgan, slay­ 
er of John Yorke; Frank Garrison, 
who killed Roy Perkins; Noble Faut- 
der, who slew Louis Gilbert, and H. 
E. Roberts, who was guilty of the 
double murder of Donald Steward and 
George Hastings. 
Garrison and Faulder were hanged 
at 11:40. Garrison was dead at 11:64 
and Faulder at. 11:56. Garrison made 
a speech declaring Ii is innocence and 
that he was convicted 
on 
perjured 
testimony. As the trap was sprung he 
cried 
‘‘Good-bye, 
everybody, 
good­ 
bye.” Foulder said “Hanging will nev­ 
er cure crime. You must get at. the 
root.” 
Roberts and Morgan were hanged 
at 12:30. Father Moore 
spoke 
for 
Morgan, saying he shot his man in 
self-delense. Morgan 
died 
without 
speaking. Roberts made a rambling 
statement, saying he was hounded by 
the officers and was suffering from an 
accident. He claimed he never got a 
square deal. Both were brave and died 
without a whimper. Morgan spent the 
night praying. Garrison wrote 
con­ 
tinuously. and calmly protested his 
innocence on every occasion. Roberts 
was sullen and taciturn throughout 
the night, but wrote a letter to his 
sister, full of brotherly affection and 
religious ferver. Father Moore 
gave 
Morgan absolution before starting on 
the deai/i march. The men went quiet­ 
ly to the death chamber where there 
were a hundred 
guests. 
Governor 
West did not attend the execution 
which he so much opposed but which 
he let go on because of the recent 
state vote for capital punishment. 
John W. Taylor, slayer of A. H. 
Perry, who was condemned 
to 
die 
with the other murderers, had his 
sentence commuted yesterday to life 
imprisonment. The cases of the five 
men had attracted nation-wide notori­ 
ety and brought 
forth 
nation-wide 
protests.

Today the stoppage of work in th e 1 
Pension office for two to three weeks, 
so that 5000 people can elbow thejr 
way for a look at the president and 
at his wife's gown, shows a degree of 
business sense that would do little 
credit to a primary school.
